The 138th is tem- 
porarily in command of a Colonel 
of cavalry from the regular army. 

A large number of the mem- 
bers of the regiment—87 by one 
account — have received the 
French Croix de Guerre for brav- 
ery, and the regiment has been 
officially commended for bravery, 
in army, army corps and division 
orders, both French and Ameri- 
can. 

The regiment’s casualties up to 
Aug. 1 were 17 killed, including 
one officer (First Lieutenant Bils- 
barrow) and 121 wounded. The 


The inquest into the shooting and 
killing of Charles Hoffman, private 
‘watchman, at the Baden Garage, 
Walter avenue, near Hall’s Ferry 
road, early Sunday, was halted to- 
day when Jacob Mitchell of 2733 
Osceola street, a member of the Cor- 
oner’s jury, told of having seen 
Frank Anthonis, a “pal’’ of Tony 
Ortel, walking on Broadway near 
Osceola street Friday.

Capt. Sodemann states that his 
losses were heavy, nine of his men 
being dead and about 20 wounded, 
several severely.

The Prus- 
sians were machine gunners and all 
that remained of a company which 
had been in ilne less than a month. 

American detachments went out a 
few nights ago, the location of the 
machine gun positions having been 
reported by a prisoner. According 
to the Americans the Russians were 
waiting to be taken prisoner. The 
intelligence officer who questioned 
the Prussians asserted that they 
nearly all had agreedeto surrender 


if the slightest opportunity arose.

PROMPT REPORTING OF U. S. 
CASUALTIES FOUND DIFFICULT 


Military Authorities Are Unwilling to 
Sacrifice Accuracy in Order to 
Rush List to United States. 

By thé Associated Press. 

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Monday, Aug. 19.—The 
recent Marne fighting has illustrated 
sharply the difficulties in prompt re- 
porting of casualties. The system of 
keeping track of every member of 
the American expeditionary forces 
is simply organized but the task is 
gigantic. 

Facts concerning every casualty 
are rushed by courier to the central 
records office where a check is made 
against his name and record to pre- 
vent confusion and to identify him. 
Then a message is prepared and 
checked back and then cabled to 
Washington, where the next of kin 
is notified and the list published. 

The work is done as expeditious- 
ly as possible. In trench fighting 
and in small operations it is possibie 
to make almost immediate casualty 
reports, but in a warfare of move- 
ment, involving large numbers and 
extended territory such as the Marne 


battle, the taek becomes difficult and | 


slow. 


The regulations require that every | 


report of killed, wounded or miss- 
ing must be established beyond a 
doubt. With the assistance of ex- 
perts the authorities constantly are 
endeavoring to speed up casualty re- 
ports. But they are unwilling to 
sacrifice accuracy, so that as far as 
iS possible needless pain and anxiety 
to the families and friends of the 
men may be avoided.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20.—Organ- 


ized labor’s emphatic opposition to 
the work-or-fight amendment to the 


new man power bill extending the 
draft ages was presented to the 
House Military Committee today by | 
Frank Morrison, Secretary of the' 
American Federation of Labor. 

Supporting ‘the recent protest of 
Samuel Gompers, Morrison declared 
that the provision inserted by the 
Senate Committee, authorizing with- 

* drawal of deferred classification from 
men absent from work without cause, 
was an attack upon the loyalty of 
American workmen, and a “‘conscrip- 
tion of labor in a covert” way, which 
would be resented in every corner of 
the country. He suggested that spe- 
cial interests were secretly pressing 
anti-labor legislation. 

After discussing problems of ed- 
ucating drafted youths, with Dr. C. 
R. Mann of the War Department’s 
Committee on Education, the com- 
mittee closed its hearings, and began 
work on the bill. It probably will 
be reported in a few days for imme- 
diate consideration in the House. The 
Senate will take up the measure 
Thursday. 

Reference of “Interests.” 

Morrison referred to thetprobable | 
international effect of the work-or- | 
fight provision. | 

“It would make the world and our) 
allies believe our men are ngage 
he said.

He asked if, in case the amend- | 
ment is adopted, soldiers of democra- | 
cy would be used as strikebreakers. 
Citing the pledge of organized labor ; 
made at the beginning of the war 
he added: 

“Labor has kept faith. Labor con- 
scription is not asked by the Govern- 
ment and is not necessary. This is 
the United States, not Germany. 

“If enacted, the amendment would 
be used by every unfair profiteeriner 
employer. It is being used today by 
the Bethlehem company. Under- 
#tand, I want it made clear that we 
do not protest against the men going 
back to fight, but against placing ar 
employer in a position to brand his 
employes as slackers.”’ 

Argument in Committee. 

In case of strikes, Morrison said, 
very few cases would occur where 
the men would refuse to work pen4d- 
ing adjustment by the War Labor 
Board. If the men should refuse to 
work, he said, the existing draft reég- 
ulations could be invoked, and ‘that 
further legislation is unnecessary. 

Representative Harrison of Vir- 
ginia called attention to Secretary 
Baker’s statement denying that the 
Senate amendment is a labor con- 
scription plan. But Morrison insist- 
ed that it would be conscription and 
would be used as such by unfair em- 
ployers. Representative Harrison 
declared if reasons for é¥emption of 
workmen cease to exist, they will re- 
turn to their original draft status 
and in the argument that followed 
so many members of the committee 
joined that Chairman Dent urged 
them to permit Morrison to conclude 
and postpone their arguments until 
the committee met in executive ses- 
sion. 

“It’s conscription. poorly camou- 
flaged,”” Representative Lunn of New 
York interjected, while in a lively 
exchange between other members 
and Morrison. Representative Nich- 
ols of South Carolina declared that 
most men are drafted to fight and 
that the exempted workmen would 
be forced to fight only when they 
would not work. 

Early Report Predicted. 

Representative Greene of V -rmont 
observed that men drafted to fight 
cannot strike, while workmen  eX- 
é¢mpted propose to reserve the right 
to strike fer higher wages. Seere- 
tary Morrison replied that profiteers 
often do not pay enough to their 
workmen, and Representative Greene 
retorted that deserters from the army 
are shot. 

After the hearings committeemen 
predicted that the bill would be re- 
Ported shortly; substantially as sub- 
mitted by the War Department, and 
without “a work-or-fight’” amend- 
ment. 

Dr. Mann told the committee there 
Was not the slightest danger of the 
education of youths being stopped by 
lowering the draft age. Intensive ed- | 
Ueation of -young men drafted is 
planned, he explained, by expansion 
of present army schools, combining 
scholastic and military education. It 
is planned to keep 20-year-old boys 
in the army schools until next March 
and the 19-year-old class until April, 
and as long afterward as they are 
not needed for military duty. Youths 
of 18 probably would receive one 
year's education.

The transfem of tne regiment,

| made with great reluctance on the 
part of the British, Col Laird wrote. 
| Its popularity with the British was 
evidenced last July 4, when several 
men and officers were decorated 
with British medals for bravery in 
action. 

During the latter part of their 
stay with the British forces the en- 
gineers, who had been engaged in 
constructing and operating military 
railroads, were less active than when 
they first arrived there, Col. Laird 
wrote. The transfer to the Amer- 
ican positions, he added, is expected 
to increase their work. 

The movement of the regiment, 
with its equipment, required about 
three days. Upon their arrival at 
their new post they were divided 
among several small French vil- 
lages, some of them being billeted 
in houses and others sleeping in 
“pup” tents.

FOR WAR WORK NEEDED 


—_—, 


Every Man in Non-Essential Is 
Urged to Change So Army Ef- 
ficiency Will Be Kept Up. 


By the Associated Preas. 
WASHINGTON. Aug. 20.—That 


the shortage of labor in war indus- 
tries, estimated at nearly 1,000,000 
men, is still seriously curtailing pro- 
duction, and, unless remedied, threat- 


ens to result in a shortage of sup- 
plies and equipment for the army, 
when increased under the new pro- 
gram, is emphasized in a statement 
of the Department of Labor. The 
shortage in skilled labor is becoming 
almost as acute as that in unskilled 
labor. 

The available supply of unem- 
ployed labor is practically depleted, 
the department says, and the remedy 
lies in the patriotic recognition by 
nonwar employers that they must re- 
lease labor to war industries in order 
not to imperil the supply of the mil- 
itary service. 

Nathan A. Smyth, Assistant Direc- 
tor-general of the employment serv- 
ice, has notified state directors that 
“the seriousness of the situation can 
He says: 

“If we are not to leave our armies 
in a lurch, for the lack of munitions 
and supplies, every able bodied man 
in the country will soon have to work 
in some essential industry. Patriotic 
employers’ in nonwar industries 
should take immediate steps to re- 
duce their forces of men to an abso- 
lute minimum. 

‘‘What, perhaps, is most needed in 
our war industries is an infusion of 
men who will undertake to work as 
common laborers because of our 
country’s need. Americans, like the 
English and the French, must learn 
that ‘common labor,’ when performed 
for one’s country in time of war, is 


worthy of any man, whatever his 
| prior position or experience.”’

COST LYNGH A TITLE 


Municipal Golf Committee In- 
vestigating Manion’s Protest 
of Sunday’s Play. 


Whether Frank Lynch or James 
Manion is to be pronounced munici- 
pal golf champion is now entirely 


up to testimony of eyewitnesses to 
the incident that took place Sunday 
afternoon, on the sixteenth green, 
afternoon round, of their 37-hole 
final for the title, which Lynch won 
on the actual play. 

Manion yesterday laid his case be- 
fore President E. J. Snowden and an 
investigation is under way. Accord- 
ing to an official of the Municipal 
Golf League, T. lL. Moriarity, the rul- 
ing in the case will depend on evi- 
dence obtainable from gallery mem- 
bers who saw the match. 

According to Manion the play was 
as follows: Lynch, in addressing the 
ball, accidentally touched it. Manion 
states that the blow was sufficient 
to cause it to change its position. 
Lynch maintained that the ball did 
not “turn” over, and therefore was 
not a stroke. 

The rule, as interpreted by a foot- 
note, indicates that if a ball be 
moved, under the circumstances men- 
tioned, it is not a stroke if the ball 
merely oscillates, but if it changes 
position, even though it does no 
turn over, it must be construed a 
stroke. 

Lynch May Lose Title. 

If the evidence shows the ball 
changed position, Lynch will lose a 
stroke. As the match was played 
out, it would give Manion a victory, 
2 to 1, on the seventeenth green. 

Frank Lynch lost a match in the 
Transmississippi tourney at Kansas 
City to Stewart Stickney, because he 
failed to claim a similar point. Stick- 
ney disturbed the ball in addressing 
it and called Lynch's attention to it. 

“That’s all right, Mr. Stickney, 
play ahead,’ Lynch said. He lost by 
one hole a match that he might have 
won had he not waived a legitimate 
claim. 

Clarence Wolff. a member of the 
gallery, stated that he did not see 
the play. 

“Manion asked my recollection of 
the rule,” Wolff said today, “and I 
told him that the ball had to move 
out of its position; but I did not say 
that it had to turn over. As to how 
far the ball actually moved, I do 
not know as I did not happen to see 
the play close enough to notice.”
